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FOREWORD 


Over  forty  years  ago,  I  came  into  possession 
cf  old  family  records  and  letters  that  interested 
me.  These  stopped,  in  our  name  line,  with  Jacob 
Atwood,  smith  and  iron  forger  of  Shoreham,  Vt., 
who  died  early  In  1807,  aged  56.  Our  traditions 
all  pointed  to  Plymouth,  hut  attempts  to  prove 
several  guesses,  failed  to  reveal  any  data  there  to 
support  these. 

A  cousin  of  mv  own  branch,  sent  me  “Geneal- 
ogies  of  Northern  New  York,”  by  one  Cutter. 
This  work  traced  our  people  to  PHILIP  ATWOOD. 
The  data  from  Jacob  was  furnished  by  my 
people,  while  Mr.  Cutter  did  good  work  in  seating 
forth  the  generations  from  Philip  to  John  Atwood 
of  Templeton,  Mass.  It  was  true  that  brothers  ox 
our  Jacob  lived  in  Warwick,  next  west  of  Temple¬ 
ton.  but,  trie  making  Jacob  a  son  of  John  was  done 
without  other  evidence  than  neighborhood,  so  I 
sent  for  various  Templeton  records.  No  Jacob. 
.1  went  back  to  Philip  and  traced  out  every  pos¬ 
sible  family,  until  I  found  most  of  the  Templeton 
Atwoods  went  to  New  Hampshire.  One  curious 
thing,  Jacob  was  not  in  Warwick  either,  tho  wo 
searched  assessors’  lists,  school  polls  and  vital  t  v fi¬ 
ords. 

Next,  I  heard  of  a  Jacob  among  descendants 
of  Harman  Atwood ;  it  took  fairly  tnorough  scudv 
to  know  they  had  but  one  of  the  name,  born  176  J 

and.  who  lived  in  N.  H.  -  - 

It  happened  that  a  line,  through  a  grandmother, 
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was  not  so  hard  to  prove  to  a  daughter  of  John 
1  Atwood,  hi  ary  Bradford,  when  this  branch  show¬ 
ed  descent  from  several  Mayflower  passengers,  in¬ 
cluding  the  leaders.  This  made  me  more  determin¬ 
ed  to  prove  that  name  line. 

I  began  articles  for  genealogical  papers, 
and  from  first  to  last,  attracted  over  one  thous¬ 
and  correspondents,  and,  there  came  into  my 
hands  more  than  forty  manuscripts  and  collections, 
several  being  the  work  of  a  life  time  by  some 
mother  or  father,  who  wanted  to  pubish,  but  never 
did  so. 

Jacob  had  a  son  Stephen,  so  I  studied  the 
Stephen  Line. 

He  had  a  son  Francis,  and,  one  known  cousin 
traced  through  his  brother  Joshua,  to  “Francis  the 
Quaker,”  without  dates  or  place. 

Rhode  Island  had  its  Francis,  a  Quaker,  so 
knowledge  of  the  line  of  Thomas  of  Ipswich,  be¬ 
came  necessary. 

Accident  revealed  a  Francis  Atwood  at  Kill- 
ingly,  Ct.,  so  followed  the  gathering  of  all  aval'- 
able  Atwood  data  of  that  state.  The  Atwood  des¬ 
cendants  of  Henry  Wood  revealed  no  names  com¬ 
mon  in  our  branch. 

Finally,  with  the  use  of  several  hundreds  of. 
probates.  I  now  found  Jacob  at.  Plympton.  as  hav¬ 
ing*  married  Hannah  Churchill,  and,  her  sister 
Leah  Churchill  with  an  Atwood  husband,  latter 
being  Ebenezer.  Deeds  showed  the  latter  had  gone 
to  Killingly.  and,  Francis  had  so1  d  out  about  the 
same  time.  Then  Jacob's  marriage  was  found  at 
Killingly,  and  finally,  on  Friend's  Record,  Ux¬ 
bridge.  Mass.,  not  far  from  Killingly  was  Francis 
Atwood,  whose  date  of  birth  agreed  \wth  Plymp¬ 
ton  records,  showing  he  was  son  of  Nathaniel  3* 
of  Nathaniel  2,  John!. 

1  published  YE  ATTE  WODS  ANNALS  in 
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1923,  and,  HARMAN  ATWOOD,  in  1930. 

A  recent  commission  has  caused  me  to  a  gain 
go  over  the  generations  from  Philip  Atwood  colon¬ 
ist  to  at  least  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War. 
(There  were  many  Revolutionary  soldiers  in  this 
line,  but  I  have  not  tried  to  work  these  out  because, 
for  instance:  "John  Atwood  of  Templeton,”  had 
records  enough  for  three  soldiers  and  one  would 
need  fairly  accurate  family  records  to  arrive  at 
definite  conclusions.) 

I  find  that,  all  too  often,  some  searcher  has 
been  mislead  by  identity  of  names  and  the  fact 
that  some  name  given  in  some  book,  is  not  traced, 
so  sometimes  a  wrong  ancestor  is  claimed,  es¬ 
pecially  in  some  better  known  line. 

I  have  been  rather  cautious  in  making  posit¬ 
ive  statements  for  experience  shows  there  may  be 
a  positive  reward  for  the  searcher,  by  an  exhaust¬ 
ive  search  of  some  particular  town. 

It  is  likely  that  no  other  book  contains  so 

v 

much  of  this  line  as  I  give  here  while  many  items 
are  probably  not  in  print  at  all.  Still.  I  do  not 
know  of  more  than  some  three  groups  of  descend¬ 
ants,  which  accounts  for  my  stopping  with  the 
chidren  who  constitute  the  Sixth  Generation. 
Still,  I  feel  sure  that  many  a  later  searcher  will 
be  glad  to  find  this  little  book. 

The  reader  will  readily  see  that  while  a  few 
will  welcome  this  hook  most  heartily,  still  actual 
sales  are  apt  to  be  small,  therefore  FIFTY  COPIES 
may  be  plenty.

There  is  no  evidence  that  Philip  Atwood  was 
born  in  London,  tho  he  sailed  from  there  to  Char¬ 
lestown,  Mass-,  in  1635,  probably  on  The  Planter, 
where  list  gives  him  as  aged  16.  Pie  is  also,  same 
year  and  places,  on  list  of  The  Susan  and  Ellen,  as 
aged  13,  which  is  certainly  too  young,  and  possibly 
they  refused  to  take  so  young  a  boy.  I  find  no  rec¬ 
ord  of  his  having  been  an  apprentice  or  servant. 

Among  the  many  London  parish  registers  T 
have  examined,  I  find  no  Philip  Atwood,  but  the 
name  is  common  among  the  early  Atwoods  at 
Bristol,  England. 

Aside  from  a  very  short  residence  in  Worcester 
County,  in  1675,  his  records,  before  1690,  appear 
to  all  be  at  Malden,  Mass.  His  declining  years  wore 
apparently  spent  with  daughter  Abigail  and 
son  Philip,  near  Haverhill,  Mass. 

The  fourth  name  on  a  petition  of  set- 
tiers,  to  General  Court  in  Connection  with 
King  Philip's  War,  was  Phi’ip  Atwood,  place  be¬ 
ing  on  the  road  to  Springfield,  twelve  miles  west  of 


Marlboro,  near  Quarnsigamound  Pond.  Some  of 
Ph  bio's  descendants  arc  later  found  here. 

He  was  Commissioner  of  Highways,  in  Malden, 
1656,  and  here  are  recorded  two  of  his  depositions, 
which  give  his  age  such  that  he  was  really  born 
1619  or  1620. 

He  married  three  times,  his  first  wife  being  the 
mother  of  his  children.  Rachel  Bachelder,  said  to 
have  been  born  1039,  which  I  regard  as  more  like* 
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ly  1636 ;  died  Feb.  5,  1673  4;  daughter  of  William 
Bachelder  (born  1597,  came  to  Charlestown,  1634, 
and  d  Feb.  20,  1669)  and,  Jane  (Cooper)  (b  1603, 
came  to  Charlestown,  1634,  and  died  May  23. 
1676  )  They  were  married  1638.  Will  of  Susannah 
Lawrence  mentions  her  sister  Rachel  Atwood,  and 
will  of  Bachelder  identifies  both. 

Philip  married  second,  April  6,  1675.  Elizabeth 
Grover,  who  died  Oct..  1676  ;  prqbably  daughter  of 
Thomas  Grover  and  born  Oct.  27,  1652.  Philip’s 
third  wife  was  also  Elizabeth,  who  died  April  3, 
1GS8,  Malden. 

This  inscription  is  from  a  stone  in  the  An¬ 
cient  Burying  Ground  of  Bradford,  Mass.,  now  part 
of  Haverhill.

was  living  at  Malden  up  to  1691,  when  he  removed 
to  Lvnn,  but  bv  1692-3  was  in  Bradford.

received  into  First  Church  of  Christ,  Bradford,  by 
letter  of  dismissal  from  Malden,  so  evidently  did 
not  settle  at  Lynn.

1739,  in  74th 
year  of  her  age.

99  and  she  died  Oct.  30,  1725,  Medford. 


The  Court  of  Cambridge,  June  14,  1715,  re¬ 
cords  that  lie  was  father  of  a  child  by  Sarah  Ev 
erton  some  months  before  that  date.  It  may  be  she 
later  became  his  second  wife,  71  ay  24,  1726,  where 
Medford  records  are  not  any  too  easily  read : 
name  reported  as  Sarah  "Knower  *  which  seems  a 
misreading.  His  children,  of  whom  I  have  names, 
jwere  by  Anna.  Those  who  married  will  be  given 
again  under  Third  Generation.

'  born  Sept.  17,  1702  and  married  Dec.  12,  1728, 
Abraham  Lewis  of  Marblehead,  at  Malden.  Have 
not  the  children,  if  any. 

JOHN  ATWOOD,  (Oliver,  Philip,)  was  fiorn 
Nov.  8,  1704,  at  Malden;  was  drowned  in  th< 
Mystic  River,  near  "Woburn,  in  1745.  He  lived  in 
Medford,  by  1733  was  in  Bradford  and  in  1738, 
was  at  Woburn,  so  it  is  fairly  probable  that  not 
all  his  children  are  of  record.  He  was  a  bookmak¬ 
er.  He  married  Lydia  Richardson.  His  name  ap¬ 
pears  as  selling  a  house  and  lot  in  Charlestown, 
which,  I  believe,  was  Richardson  property.  His 
widow  married  again,  Aug.  9  1750,  Jasher  Rich¬ 
ardson,  evidently  a  cousin  in  some  degree.  Child¬ 
ren  of  John  and  Lydia.

JOSEPH  ATWOOD,  (Oliver,  Philip),  was 
born  Oct.  12,  1712,  Boston;  was  mariner,  then 
cooper,  after  1747.  He  bought  house  in  Charles¬ 
town,  1741,  of  Frothingham,  and  sold  same  to  Hen¬ 
ry  Gullifer  in  1747,  wife  Alice  signing.  He  then 
w*ent  to  Newburyport.  Married,  Dec.  21,  1738, 
Alice  Oliver,  in  Boston,  she  was  born 
in  1720  and  died  Oct.  10,  1770;  stone 
in  Copp’s  Hill  Cemetery,  Boston.  Children. 

1.  Alice,  Feb.,  1740;  married  June  2,  1762, 
James  Bulland. 

Anna,  May  16,  1742.  No  more  known.

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Vermont  records  show  that  Oliver  Atwood, 
son  of  William  and  Jo anna, was  born  on 
Sept«l6  1761  and  died  in  Chester  Vt,, 
Mar. 2  1845.

His  wife, Miriam  Sac on  (?)  died  in 
Chester  Mar .25  1862  aged  98.

PHILIP  ATWOOD,  (Oliver,  Philip),  was 
born  in  Boston,  May  14,  1715;  married  Sept.  6, 
1738,  Rebecca  Kendall.  I  know  little  of  him  or 
family  beyond  that  he  had  two  daughters  at 
least: 

1.  Rebecca,  baptized  June  10,  1739  died, 
Oct.  18,  1740. 

2.  Philip,  .baptized  June  9,  1741  whom  1  can¬ 
not  trace.  Philip  of  Warwick  was  nearly  same 
age,  but  younger. 
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JOHN  ATWOOD,  (John,  Oliver,  Philip)  was 
born  Mch.  11,  1729,  at  Malden  and  died  Dec.  8, 
1814,  at  Packardstown,  N.  H.,  now  Nelson.  Lived 
at  Woburn;  removed  to  Templeton  before  1758; 
evidently  joined  his  sons  in  N.  II.  where  deeds 
would  tell  more  as  to  dates.  His  wife  was  Eliza¬ 
beth,  of  whom  I  have  no  more.  There  is  some  un¬ 
certainty  as  to  whether  all  the  chidren  I  give  here, 
were  his,  and  descendants  are  advised  to  search 
original  records  of  Malden,  Woburn,  Templeton, 
in  Mass.,  Nelson,  N.  H.,  then  to  consult  “Nelson 
and  The  Flag.” 

1.  James,  no  record  found  and  placed  here  as 
my  best  guess.  He  was  married  at  Woburn,  his 
wife  was  a  Richardson,  perhaps  a  cousin  in  some 
degree,  and,  he  removed  to  Templeton  around

where  record  adds  Jr.  to  his  name.  Given  again.

These  were  also  of  Templeton  and  may,  due 
to  migrations,  be  children  of  John  and  Elizabeth, 
not  recorded.

and,  it  would  be  well  to  go  over  records  of  Fhillips- 
ton,  where  lived  Capt.  John  Atwood,  probably  of 
the  Stephen  Line,  from  Cape  Cod.  Given  again. 


12.  Isaac  Atwood,  born  about  1763,  by  his  mil¬ 
itary  record;  served  in  Revolution,  as  from  War¬ 
wick,  where  he  is  recorded  as  being  from  Temple¬ 
ton.  Searchers  will  find  another  Isaac  Atwood, 
soldier,  in  Warwick,  who  married  Elizabeth  Dodge 
and  removed  to  Brandon,  Yt.,  son  of  Francis  At¬ 
wood  of  Killingly,  Ct.,  of  Nathaniel  3,  2,  John  1.

Joshua  Atwood  perhaps  was  son  of  John  8, 
Oliver  2,  Philip  1,  but  places  of  residence  suggests 
this,  while  the  name  Joshua,  and  his  wife’s  name, 
Chamberlin,  suggests  descent  from  Joshua,  grand¬ 
son  of.  Harman.  He  was  evidently  born  around 
1734  7  and  perhaps  was  of  Woburn,  but,  Feb.  1G, 
175S,  he  was  published  in  Westford,  to  Esther 
Chamberlain;  but  took  up  his  residence  in  Chelms¬ 
ford,-  and,  somewhere  before  1766,  removed  to 
Templeton.

This  may  well 
have  been  the  father  of  Isaac  Atwood,  of  Temple¬ 
ton,  soldier  from  Warwick.

Family  record  of  descendants  of  Esek  Atwood, 
of  Chester,  give  Oliver  and  Miram  as  oldest  known 
generation,  their  son  Jeremiah  and  his  son  Esek.

Oliver  Atwood  died  in  Chester,  May  6,  1869, 
aged  sixty-four  years,  two  months  and  ten  days. 

Record  gives  father  as  Oliver  Atwood  and 
mother  Mary  Ann,  which  latter  may,  or  may  not, 
}  e  meant  for  Miriam. 

Oliver  Atwood  died  in  Chester,  June  13,  1847, 
aged  fifty-two.  He  is  called  Oliver  2d,  seeming  to 
show  he  was  son  of  an  Oliver,  which  leaves  a 
puzzle  to  solve.

However,  it  is  likely  he  signed  one 
before  he  was  of  age  and  the  other,  for  same  lands, 
with  a  little  additional,  after  he  was  of  age.

ATWOOD  COLONISTS 


In  the  early  days,  we  find  records  of  entire 
families  perishing,  of  others  returning  to  England, 

of  widow  and  children  returning,  and  of  men  leav- 

♦ 

ing  property,  but  no  issue.  These  things  may  well 
account  for  the  scattering  early  Atwood  records, 
which  do  not  necessarily  indicate  that  there  is  an¬ 
ther  Atwood  Line,  who  left  such  scanty  records 
that  we  cannot  now  do  anything  with  them.

The  main  part  of  this  little  book,  put  into  print 
some  three  years  before  the  actual  publication,  ex¬ 
presses  doubt  as  to  the  kinship  of  the  Atwoods  of 
Warwick,  Mass.,  with  those  of  Templeton,  the  next 
town  to  the  east.  That  doubt  has  been  removed  by 
the  discovery  of  the  Bible  records  of  Jonathan  Leach, 
of  Kirby,  Vermont,  who  married  at  Bridgewater, 
Mass.,  in  1793,  Chios  Atwood.  The  Warwick  At¬ 
woods  were  NOT  related  to  those  of  Templeton,  but 
were  descendants  of  Francis  Atwood  of  Killingly 
and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Lucas,  for  this  Bible  names 
these  as  parents  of  Chloe  and  of  her  brothers  and 
sisters.  Names  and  birth  dates  are  from  this  Bible; 
the  additions  are  mine,  from  various  official  records. 
Atte  Wode  Annals  is  in  error  in  supposing  an  Ebene- 
zer  to  have  been  son  of  Francis,  for  the  marriage  of 
Ebenezer  Atwood  to  Abigail  (Bloss)  YoungioVe,  was 
the  second  marriage  of  Francis’  brother,  with  Mercy 
as  child  of  this  union.

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THE  BIBLE  AND  SCIENCE 


After  my  sight  failed  until  I  could  no  longer 
read,  I  began  to  mentally  review  and  classify  many 
things  I  had  previously  learned  and,  among  other 
subjects,  I  went  over  the  theories  of  Darwin.  Being 
somewhat  of  a  genealogist,  I  wondered  if  Pithecan¬ 
thropus  Erectus,  or  some  other  “ape,”  were  really 
my  grandfather.  I  noted  that  Darwin  usually  pre¬ 
sented  two  facts  and  expected  his  reader  to  believe 
one  was  dependent  on,  and  grew  out  of,  the  other. 
Then  it  flashed  upon  me  that  Boelshe  had  reported 
certain  discoveries,  which,  if  true,  made  this  monkey 
ancestry  impossible.  So,  I  had  Boelshe  read  to  me 
again,  then  wrote  every  available  living  scientist  for 
more  facts  along  this  line.  This  discovery  had  been 
carried  much  further, 'and  evolution,  except  within 
narrow  limits,  had  to  be  discarded. 

Then  I  turned  to  the  Mosaic  account  of  “the  be¬ 
ginning,”  and  with  the  aid  of  Dr.  Zamenhoff,  trans¬ 
lated  that  account  anew,  looking  for  hidden  mean¬ 
ings.

The  entire  matter  was  so  fascinating  that  I 
wrote  and  rewrote,  clarifying  and  arranging,  until 
the  result  was  what  I  might  almost  call  a  primer  on 
the  subject  of  this  heading,  except  that  the  book 
itself  covers  a  wealth  of  data  that  should  cause  al¬ 
most  any  reader  to  do  some  earnest  thinking,  per¬ 
haps  re-arrange  his  own  ideas,  and  to  study  stiil 
further. 

This  is  not  a  religious  book,  but  rather  is  scien¬ 
tific,  and  in  most  places,  is  easily  understood. 

Try  these  questions:  What  is  “the  radio  roof,” 
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and  is  it  in  the  Bible?  What  is  material?  Is  the 
Mosaic  account  in  the  order  assigned  by  scientists? 
Is  evolution  possible,  scientifically  ?  Why  was  there 
a  glacial  period?  How  did  “Job”  know  the  earth 
“hung  upon  nothing,”  and  hence  was  a  globe?  What 
does  the  infinity  of  design  in  snow  crystals  teach? 
What  are  the  probabilities  of  life  on  other  planets? 
What  is  light?  Ultra-violet  rays?  Electricity? 
Magnetism?  How  old  is  Man?  Is  there  any  test 
that  can  be  applied,  without  faith,  to  prove  God 
exists?  What  is  the  blood  test  of  kinship?  Why  is 
matter  limited  to  ninety-six  “elements”?  Is  there 
a  “fourth  dimension”  above  the  mineral,  vegetable 
and  animal?  How  far  is  humanity  limited? 

Get  this  book  and  you  may  be  able  to  answer, 
not  only  these,  but  many  more  puzzles  of  the  past 
years,  besides  learning  to  think  more  for  yourself.
